Many of the 10-12 year olds 
were responsible for the care ot 
smaller children while parents 
worked. During the peak of the 
season, packing centers continue 
processing until ten, eleven and 
sometimes twelve o'clock at 
night, Most of this hand work 
is done by women. 

As the pre-schoo] and ele- 
mentary programs improved, 
the poor attitude poor attend- 
ance, retardation, drop-out rate, 
study habits, emotional рго- 
blems, environment, as well as 
home. responsibilities of the 
Junior High age, became our 
major concern. Research by the 
Migrant Committee indicated 
the need for a curriculum plan- 
ned specifically for these stu- 
dents. 

A new program was created, 
known as the Cooperative Jun- 
ior High School. Entrance re- 
quirements were established and 
a screening committee appoint- 
ed. Not more than twenty (20) 
students were to be assigned per 
teaching unit, The program basi- 
cally and briefly was as fol- 


lows: 

1/3 time — remedial academ- 
ics. 

1/3 time — homemaking for 
girls, and manual arts for boy: 

1/3 time — physica] educa- 
tion, art, lunch, and music. 
These were taken with regular 
junior high students. 

The program began with for- 
ty (40) students and two teach- 
ers. At the close of the first 
year, its success indicated it 
should be doubled and include 
the second year. This proved to 
be a real asset with teacher uti- 
lization. It allowed a teacher in 
manual arts, one in homemak- 
ing, two in remedial academics. 

The evaluations have indicat- 
ed that the greatest success has 
been in social acceptance and 
understanding as well as an im- 
proved attitude toward the 
school Also, a feeling of be- 
longing by having succeeded not 
only in cooking, sewing, and 
woodwork, but in academies as 
well (General growth of 114-2 
years in grade placement was 
common). 

It was estimated, upon selec- 
tion of these students, that ap- 
proximately 90 per cent would 
drop-out at the age of 18 or

Remember, the library is on a strict budget, and can not 
simply re-order a book because it has been ruined by careless- 
ness or indifference, 


So, students, remember there are others using the library 
and the books you check out should be returned in the same 
condition you found them. Books properly cared for will last | 
for many years and will give knowledge, information, and en- 
joyment to numerous students in the future.
